“Aaron Burr was OO years old when 
he resolved once more to battle with 
fortune,” writes William Perrine in 
The lad les’ Home Journal. 
' Going 
quietly into New York, he opened an 
office for the practice of law and in a 
fortnight had earned $2,000 in fees. 
But hardly had he written to his 
daughter about his luck when there 
came from South Carolina the news 
that her beautiful boy, who had beep 
the idol of the ambitious statesman, 
was dead. 
“But there was in reserve for Burr a 
still heavier blow. 
Toward the close 
of the year 1812 Theodosia Allston 
made preparations to visit her father 
In New York. 
Passage was engaged 
on the schooner the Patriot for Theo­ 
dosia. ber physician and her maid, and 
the lovely woman was radiant with the 
expectation of meeting her father with­ 
in the next five or six days. 
The Pa­ 
triot sailed from Charleston out Into 
the ocean in Christmas week, and not 
a vestige of her was ever again seen, 
and it Is surmised — but nocking la 
known as to her fate—that she foun­ 
dered off the coast of Hatteras.

Politicians Think Ohio M ay Lose One 


by New Apportionment Af­ 


ter the Census. 


Washington, 
May 
JO—Republican 
managers intimate that Ohio may have 
but 20 congressmen after the census 
instead of 21. as now. 
This means that the basis of repre­ 
sentation will be made greater by con­ 
gress after the census returns are 
compiled. 
The present congress 
is 
already 
large and unwieldy with 357 members. 
The great increase in population un­ 
der the present ratio would give us a 
house of nearly 500 members, and the 
house of representatives will hardly 
accommodate 400. 
In fact, it is now 
crowded with the desk system. 
By allowing one congressman for 
200,000 inhabitants or even 250.000 the 
house will be kept about the same. 
Ohio might lose one^congressman, 
and several country districets would 
have more counties.

But when, on meeting a dog suddenly. 
fear is combined with anger then the 
cat, standing at its full height, at once 
arches its back, with an instinctive ef­ 
fort to appear as formidable as possi­ 
ble. 
Darwin compares it to the similar 
attitude of the lynx when attacked and 
to that of birds which ruffle their feat Ii 
ors and spread out their wings aud 
tail wbeu alarmed. 
It is noticeable 
that a cat will also arch its back when 
in an effectionate frame of mind, rub­ 
bing itself against its master’s leg. At 
the same time it slightly raises its fur 
and holds its tail erect 
Its whole at­ 
titude is just the reverse of that which 
it assumes when savage. 
Darwin accounts for this in the fol­ 
lowing words: “Certain states of mind 
lead to certain habitual actions which 
are of no service. Now, when & direct­ 
ly opposite state of mind is induced. 
there 
Is a 
strong and involuntary 
tendency to the performance of a move­ 
ment of a directly opposite nature, 
though it may be of no service.”

The other lead­ 
ing planks will demand direct legislation 
and government ownership of railroads 
and telegraphs. 
After National Chairman D. Clem Beaver 
called the convention to order he introduced 
Mayor Tafel, who welcomed the delegatee to 
Cincinnati in a brief speech in which he gave 
expression to what the delegates were pleased 
to interpret and applaud a* Populist senti­ 
ment*. On the part of the delegates Prof. J.A. 
Boyne, of Nebraska City. Neb., thanked the 
mayor for his warm words of welcome. 
When Prof. Boyae concluded, Chairman Bea­ 
ver delivered hi* formal address to the dele­ 
gate*. 
National Secretary Jo A. P arker then read 
the call for the convention. P arker was re­ 
ceived with tum ultuous applause. He pref­ 
aced the reading with a few remark* on the 
work of the national com m ittee following the 
disruption in the Populist force* at Lincoln, 
Neb., on February 19 last. 
He excoriated Benator Allen and th at gen­ 
tleman'* alleged rem ark at Lincoln: "W e 
have throw n them over the transom ” 
P arker declared that the People’s party went 
o ver the transom at the name tim e and that 
"B utler and Allen at Bioux Falls cannot sell 
and barter the vote of the People’s p arty ." 
The choice of form er Congressman M. W. 
Howard, of A talanta, as tenqxirary chairm an, 
wa* unanimously ratified. Mr. Howard was 
received with much applause. 
Reference by the tem porary chairm an, in 
his speech, to tile unlim ited issue of govern­ 
ment pa]>er currency, to governm ent owner­ 
ship of railroads and telegraphs, public control 
of public utilities, and to the people of direct 
legislation, were greeted w ith tum ultuous 
cheering. 
Organisation was then completed by th e co­ 
le t i*>n for temporary secretary of J. 0. Allen, 
of Oklahoma, and for assistant secretary, Earl 
Richardson, of Illinois. The selection of regu­ 
lar iMiinmittiis wa- then called for. L ater Ig­ 
natius Donnelly was called to the platform for 
a speech. 
At one point he sa in in part: 
“Tho traitor-, are now assembled a t Bioux 
Fall-, m obsequious servility to the Democratic 
party." 
M r.Donnelly then review**! their repeal of 
the (Sherman aet, and doe lured, that at th e next 


election following mb* repeat i m uemoeranc 
party wa* on the way to the “boneyard.” The 
Populi*!* gained immense strength in many 
state*. Then, he declared, was the game of 
the Democrats sprung to steal the Populist 
platform and save itself from destruction. He 
denounced Bryan and lauded Thomas 0. W at­ 
son. but dei-la n d th at the Democrats in 1898 
n fused to recognise the Populist*, whom they 
only wanted for their 2,000,000 votes. 
“They throw away a golden opportunity,” 
he said. “and I want to tell you Mr. Bryan was 
nearer the presidency in 1896 than he ever will 
be again. Tile spirit of 1892 is here, and all we 
have to do is renew the agitation and build up 
the People's party, to save the republic and 
save mankind, Let us say to one another: 
‘Let us save mankind. W eare a combination 
of the b*»t blood—we are Jeffersonian Demo­ 
crats and Abe Lincoln Republicans.’ [Great 
applause.] 
Mr. Donnelly concluded; 
"I believe this is the rebirth of the People's 
party, with the vermin scraped off.” 
After the applause had suicided there were 
vociferous cheers for W harton Barker.of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Mr, Barker arose and expressed the opinion 
that the convention should proceed to busi­ 
ne*, and added that he would speak later.

“It is reported that President Hinger 
made an impassioned appeal to the Pre­ 
toria burghers at a religious gathering 
on Sunday.” 
L o n d o n, May IO.— A dispatch, #red- 
itcd to a semi-official source iu Pretoria, 
says: 
“TheEuropean powers have delivered 
a collective note to President Kruger, 
informing him that they will hold him 
personally responsible for the safety of 
the mines, and will support England in 
the event of their destruction.” 
General Hutton’s mounted infantry 
brigade, including the Canadians, with 
a part of General French’s 
cavalry, 
crossed the Zand river Tuesday, and be­ 
gan to work its way cautiously along 
tin1 railway northward iii the track of 
the retiring Boers. 
About s,000 horsemen probably were 
engaged in this advance. General Hut­ 
ton, before he was joined by a part of 
General French’s force, had a sharp 
fight. 
This was on Monday, when he 
reached the river and saw the Boer con­ 
voys on the other side, and pressed for­ 
ward, intending to cross and capture 
them. 
The Boers, however, opened fire with 
from eight to ten gnus, forded the river 
above and below, seemingly in thou­ 
sands, and sought to envelop the British. 
General Hutton fell back several miles, 
the Boers following until other British 
cavalry reinforced Hutton. During the 
night the Boers retreated, not further 
contesting the crossing. 
Lord Roberts, according to one cor­ 
respondent, left Smaldeel Tuesday, to 
consult one of the Hamiltons, 15 railes 
distrait. 
The Boer attack on General Hutton 
does not indicate any such panicky 
conditions as have been alleged to exist 
among them. Nevertheless the British 
advance rolls 
on 
steadily, General 
Broad wood and General Bruce Hamilton 
have penetrated 15 miles beyond Win- 
burg. 
According to Boer advices sharp 
skirmishes are of daily occurrences, and 
there was a brisk rifle engagement out­ 
side Winburg on Saturday. 
From Boer sources comes also the re- 
E 
ort that, in a skirmish outside M ac­ 
ing, May 5, Colonel Baden Powell was 
slightly worsted.

The resignation 
was accepted, to take effect at the time 
indicated, and Secretary of Agriculture 
Hamilton was directed to take personal 
charge of the department until Wells’ 
successor is appointed.

C h ic a g o , May IO.—Delegate Tindall, 
of Nebraska, is# believer in the devout 
kneeling form, and in the Methodist 
Episcopal general conference sought to 
correct the tendency of the latter-day 
Methodists in departing from the an­ 
cient custom by introducing* resolution 
emphasizing the direction in the disci­ 
pline. The conference refused to de­ 
clare “We are as much as ever in favor 
af observing’’ the kneeling attitude.

Pew space is too ooutracted to permit o1' 
kneeling.” 
The Nebraska preacher rose to urge 
adoption of his views, but the confer­ 
ence clamored for a vote, and the more 
easy leaning of the body toward the 
back of the pew, in front was favored. 
The action of Bishop McCabe in re 
fusing to maintain an episcopal resi 
deuce in his district has resulted in an 
effort to compel the effective bishops 
not only to reside in their district, but 
to confine their operations to circum­ 
scribed limits. 
A movement developed 
at the opening of the general conference 
a week ago has gained momentum and 
jiromisefi to end in making the bishop a 
diocesan officer. 
The committee on Episcopacy debated 
an order from one of the sub-rommit- 
tees, calling upon the bishops to live 
and work within the districts to which 
they are assigned. 
The board of bishops under the order 
is to assign its effective men for work in 
foreign fields, and others to be assigned 
to districts in the United States. 
The numerous delegates for Episcopal 
honors are becoming anxious over tho 
nearness of the election taxi the failure 
of the committee on Episcopacy to 
recommend any additions to the num­ 
ber of bishops. 
The subject Iris been referred to a 
sub-committee which has not met. The 
committee will have only one other 
meeting before the elections begin Mon­ 
day. 
Before it can make its report the 
committee on non-effective bishops must 
report, and if the latter recommends the 
retirement of Bishops Merrill Bud An­ 
drews, as anticipated,another prolonged 
discussion will be precipitated.

Some one oil the car 
fired a shot at the crowd, the bullet 
finding lodgment in the breast of Frank 
Lebrcckt.

One story is that a police officer on the 
car fired the shot. Dan Donovan was

The publication in the papers of the 
details of the gi*eret session held the day 
before convinced many senators of the 
futility of attempting, by secret s e s ­ 
sions, to keep information from the pub­ 
lic. 
However, another secret session 
was held.

Mr. Tillman reiterated substantially 
the statement concerning the Indian 
Head tests of armor plate which he made 
the day before. 
He used it as an argu­ 
ment aguinst the payment by the gov* 
era men t of what he termed monopolis­ 
tic prices for armor. 
He arraigned the 
navy department for making public the 
details of a test of armor with a six- 
inch gun, in wliioh one of the “ soft- 
nosed” projectiles pierced the plate al­ 
most as it would have pierced oak, de­ 
claring his Indief that the test had been 
made public for the effect it mi ght have 
upon the seuate debate ou tho I uAing 
bill.After some brief discussion it was de­ 
cided, inasmuch as the salient facts had 
been published, that the armor plate 
matter might as well be considered in 
open session. 
In this connection it was pointed out 
that there really was no secret, ab o u t 
the soft-nosed p ro je c tile , as the navy 
department has 
been 
experimenting 
with the projectile for years. 
Later* 
communication was submitted to tho 
senate bv Mr. Hale from tile girtftU of 
ordnance of the navy department, in 
which was described minutely the effect 
of the projectile in question upon va­ 
rious kinds of armor. It was shown 
that the projectile, which is a solid 
steel shot—not a shell—carrying no ex­ 
plosive charge*, would pierce tin* best of 
armer when the conditions of the test 
were perfect in every particular, bat 
only on such conditions.

had he written to his 
daughter about his luck when there 
came from South Carolina the new s 
that her beautiful boy. who bad beer* 
the idol of the ambitious statesman, 
was dead. 
“But there was in reserve for Burr a 
still heavier blow. 
Toward the close 
of the year 1812 Theodosia Allsron 
made preparations to visit her father 
In New York. 
Passage was engaged 
on the schooner the Patriot for Theo­ 
dosia. her physician and her maid, and 
the lovely woman was radiant with the 
expectation of meeting her father with­ 
in the next five or six days. 
The Pa­ 
triot sailed from Charleston out into 
the ocean in Christmas week, and not 
a vestige of her was ever again seen, 
and it Is surmised — but notking is 
known as to her fate- that she foun­ 
ders! off the coast of Hatteras.

! ques correspondent of J he rim es tele­ 
graphed, saying: 
“ I learn that a strong party in the 
volksraad is determined to secure the 
reopening of peace negotiations on a 
basis which ti# y ure sanguine will get 
the support of a m ajority of the mad, 
although the proposal invokes strong in­ 
dignation from President Kruger and 
State Secretary Reitz, 
“ It is reported that President I t niger 
made an impassioned appeal to the Pre­ 
toria burghers at a religious gathering 
on Sunday.” 
L o n d o n , May IO.—A dispatch, vred- 
ifcod to a semi-official source in Pretoria, 
says: 
“ TheJpuropean powers have delivered 
a collective note to President Kruger, 
informing him that they will hold him 
personally responsible for the safety of 
the mines, and will support England in 
the event of their destruction.” 
General H utton’s mounted infantry 
brigade, including the Canadians, with 
a part of General French’s 
cavalry, 
crossed the Zand river Tuesday, and be­ 
gan to work its way cautiously along 
the railway northw ard in the track of 
the retiring Boers. 
About b,(XX) horsemen probably were 
engaged in this advance. 
General H ut­ 
ton, before be was joined by a part of 
General French’s force, had a sharp 
fight. 
This was on Monday, when he 
reached the river and saw the Boer con­ 
voys on the other side, and pressed for­ 
ward, intending to cross and capture 
them. 
The Boers, however, opened fire with 
from eight to ten guns, forded the river 
above and below, seeminglv in thou­ 
sands, and sought to envelop the British. 
General Hutton fell back several miles, 
the Ik hts following until other British 
cavalry reinforced H atton. 
During the 
night the Boers retreated, not further 
contesting the crossing. 
Lord Roberts, according to one cor­ 
respondent, left Smaldeel Tuesday, to 
consult one of the Hamilton^, 15 miles 
distant. 
Tile Boer attack on General Hutton 
does not indicate any such panicky 
conditions as have been alleged to exist 
among them. 
Nevertheless the British 
advance rolls 
on 
steadily, 
General 
Braidwood and General Bruce Hamilton 
have penetrated 15 miles beyond Win- 
burg. 
According to Boer advices sharp 
skirmishes are or daily occurrences, and 
there was a brisk rifle engagement out­ 
side W inburg on Saturday. 
From Boer sources comes also the re­ 
port that iu a skirmish outside Mafe- 
king, M ays, Colonel Baden Powell was 
slightly worsted.

Chicago, May IO.—Delegate Tindall, 
of Nebraska, is# believer in the devout 
kneeling form, and in the Methodist 
E p isc o p a l general conference sought to 
c o rrec t the tendency of the latter-day 
Methodists in departing from the an­ 
tient custom by introducing a resolution 
emphasizing the direction in the disci­ 
pline. 
The conference refused to de­ 
clare “ We are as much as ever in favor 
«f observing” the kneeling attitude. 
The effective argum ent was pr^wented 
by a city m inister, who said: 
“ We 
would have to rebuild our chMrchea. 
pew sjiaee is too «t)Utraded to permit of 
kneeling.” 
The Nebraska preacher rose to urge 
adoption of his views, but the confer­ 
ence clamored for a vote, and the more 
easy leaning of the Ixidy toward the 
back of the pew, in front was favored. 
The action of Bishop McCabe in re­ 
fusing to maintain an episcopal resi­ 
dence in his district has resulted in an 
effort to compel the effective bishops 
not only to reside iii their district, but 
to confine their operations to circum­ 
scribed limits. 
A movement developed 
at the opening of the general conference 
a week ago has gained momentum and 
jrromiscs to end in making the bishop a 
diocesan officer. 
The committee on Episcopacy debated 
an order from one of the sub-romniit- 
tees, calling upon the bishops to live 
and work within the districts to which 
they are assigned. 
The lx>aid of bishops under the order 
is to assign its effective men for work in 
foreign fields, and others to be assigned 
to districts in the United States. 
The numerous delegates for Episcopal 
honors are becoming anxious over the 
nearness of the election Mid the failure 
of the committee on 
Episcopacy to 
recommend any additions to the num­ 
ber of bishops. 
The subject has been referred to a 
sub-committee which lias not met. Tho 
committee will have only one other 
meeting before the elections begin Mon­ 
day. 
Before it < an make its report the 
committee on non-etl'ective bishops must 
report, and if tin* latter recommends the 
retirement of Bishops Merrill Mud An­ 
drews, as anticipated,another prolonged 
discus; ion will I*- precipitated.

Jk emphasizing the direction in the disci­ 
pline. 
The conference refused to de­ 
clare “ We are as much as ever in favor 
of observing” the kneeling attitude. 
The effective argument was presented 
by a city minister, who said: 
“We 
would have to lefcuild our ehrorches. 
Pew space is too contracted to permit of 
kneeling.” 
The Nebraska preacher rose to urge 
adoption of his views, but the confer­ 
ence clamored for a vote, and the more 
easy leaning of the body toward the 
back of the pew, in front was favored. 
The action of Bishop McCabe in re­ 
fusing to maintain an episcopal resi­ 
dence in his district has resulted in an 
effort to compel the effective bishops 
not only to reside in their district, but 
to confine their operations to circum­ 
scribed limits. 
A movement developed 
at the opening of the general conference 
a week ago has gained momentum and 
promises to end in making the bishop a 
diocesan officer. 
The committee on Episcopacy debated 
an order from one of the sub-rommit- 
tees, calling upon the bishops to live 
aud work within the districts to which 
they are assigned. 
The Ixmrd of bishops under the order 
is to assign its effective men for work in 
foreign fields, and others to be assigned 
to districts in the United States. 
The numerous delegates for Episcopal 
honors are becoming anxious over the 
nearness of tile election and the failure 
of the committee mi 
Episcopacy to
